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Tenured teacher agrees to 
separation agreement with VBPS |

After a closed-door session with its 
attorney on Monday, the Van Buren 
Public Schools Board of Education voted 
unanimously to enter into a separation 
agreement with tenured teacher Linda 
Janack, the teacher who performs on a 
pornographic web site. 

The motion was: “Tenured teacher Linda 
Janack has agreed to resign her position 
subject to a separation agreement. The 
Board has reviewed the agreement and 
believes that its terms are in the District’s 
best interests. The Board authorizes the 
Superintendent to execute the agreement 
as presented.” 

School Board President Keith Johnston 
said the board believes her actions broke 
areas of her contract and the State’s Code 
of Conduct and that the reason for the 
agreement — as opposed to a tenure hearing 
— was solely a financial decision. 

At the end of the hour-long regular 
meeting, the full board went into the closed- 
door meeting to consider attorney-client 
privilege. Then the board was scheduled 
to come back into regular session and go 
into a second closed-door session on a 
Periodic Personnel Evaluation of Janack’s 
work. The second executive session was 
not necessary. 

On Aug. 27, the school board put Janack 
on a paid, non-disciplinary leave of absence 
until further notice from the superintendent 
or the board. 

During her leave of absence she could 
not be present on school property or have 
contact with students without authorization 
from the administration. 

An agenda item for that night, Potential 
Action on Teacher Tenure, was deferred 
until the Sept. 10 meeting. 

In late August, Detroit and Ann Arbor 
media released stories on Janack, a highly 
respected and liked tenured reading teacher 
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at Edgemont Elementary School, who 
with her husband, a teacher in Dearborn 
Heights, owned and had sex on a porn 
site, “Hot for Teachers,” on their own time 
since January. 

Reportedly, Janack is eligible for 
retirement in January.

Court Watching: 
Candice Diaz bound 


over for trial in death of 
her 4-year-old daughter

Candice Renea Diaz, 25, has been 
bound over to Wayne County Circuit 
Court on charges surrounding the torture 
and murder of her four-year-old daughter 
Gabrielle “Gabby” Barrett on New Year’s 
Day in Sumpter Township. 

Chief 34" District Court Judge Tina Brooks 
Green held a three-hour preliminary exam 
on the charges against Diaz on Sept. 4 and 
then ruled the evidence showed probable 
cause that the crimes were committed and 
Diaz likely committed them. 

Diaz was bound over to circuit court 
for a 9 a.m., Sept. 11, arraignment on the 
information on six felony charges. 

Charges are: 
e Homicide — felony murder, first degree 
e Homicide — murder, second degree 
e Child abuse — first degree 
e Torture 
e Child abuse — first degree (conspiracy) 
e Child abuse — second degree (conspiracy) 
If she is found guilty of the charges she 
could spend the rest of her life in prison. 
Judge Green said that there had been a 
request for pretrial services to review the 
bond for Diaz. She has been held without

At the Sept. 4 meeting of the Belleville 
City Council, City Manager Diana 
Kollmeyer reported that applications for 
the annual scarecrow contest are ready to 
be picked up at city hall. 

Scarecrows are generally displayed 
downtown for the month of October during 
Booville activities. 

She also noted that Harvest Fest will be 
held Oct. 13. 

In other business at the 10-minute city 
meeting on Sept. 4, the council: 

e Heard a resident voice frustration over 
piles of wood in her neighbor’s yard piled 


against her fence that she feels will bring 
rats. She said she talked to the man about 
it last year, but nothing was done. Building 
Official Rick Rutherford explained that the 
city sent a police officer over to deliver a 
notice of violation and the man has 21 days 
to respond to the complaint. It’s a violation 
of the ordinance and if he doesn’t reply, he 
will get a ticket, Rutherford said, adding, 
“They are given time under the process and 
hopefully Pll be made aware of the court 
date.” He said he will make the judge aware 
they the city is not interested in a fine, but 
in compliance. Fire Chief Brian Loranger 
said he could have some fire fighters go 
over to clean it up, but he doesn’t want to 


get in trouble for encroachment on private 
property. Rutherford said they don’t want 
to do anything to interfere with the process 
that might result in charges against the 
alleged offender being dismissed; 

e Heard Rutherford report that he has 
reached out to the city attorney with the 
contract for the seawall repairs to make 
sure the contract is intact. He said he wants 
to set up a meeting with the condo owners 
and C&R Lakeside, the contractor, but one 
of the condo owners is out of the country 
for 18 days. She is one of the four and is 
interested in cooperating with the city on 
the repairs. He said the city is pretty much 
getting ready to sign the contract and start 


waiting for the beginning of work in the 
spring; and 
e Approved $390,897.61 in accounts 

payable and the following purchases in 
excess of $500: to Hennessey Engineers, 
$4,800.50 for library site plan review paid 
from the library escrow fund; to Wise 
Technologies, $798.75 for computers / 
network; to Election Source, $730.50 
for ballot/accuracy testing; to Osborne 
Concrete, $715 for road/water main break; 
and to ICMA Retirement Corporation, 
$625.60 for annual dues. 

Councilman Thomas Fielder was absent 
from the meeting.

Trustee Matt Oddy, no friend to Morgan 
suggested Morgan use the services of 
Deputy Supervisor Karen Armatis, who had 
served as deputy treasurer, even though they 
don’t get along. Morgan said no thank you, 
we’ve got it covered. She apologized to the 
residents for the problems and assured them 
all will be fine. Hopefully, all will be well 
by Friday.

The four-acre shopping center 
at 11724 Belleville Road is owned by Van 
Buren Plaza LLC with an office in Southfield, 
according to the township’s web site. It was 
built in 1988 and has a value of $1.7 million. 

On Friday afternoon there was a fire call 
from Keystone Academy and Sumpter 
Fire trucks responded. It was reported as 
a fire in the boys’ bathroom and there is an 
investigation as to who is responsible. The 
sprinkler system went off so there was lots 
of water damage at that end of the building. 

The fire was taken care of, but the charter 
school cancelled classes early and alerted the 
parents and grandparents to come get their 
students. 

One grandparent reported it was “really a 
mess” since the fire trucks were in the fire 
lane where the students usually are picked up 
and they changed the way the kids could be 
picked up. 

This grandparent said he loves Keystone, 
but they’ve got to change the way they 
pick up kids. He said cars were lined up on 
Sumpter Road with grumpy drivers waiting 
to get in to get their kids. He said the parking 
lot never was big enough and Sumpter 
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planners shouldn’t have let them build with 
the small lot.

6, 2018 edition on the recently released 
M-STEP results for our school district. 
Your comments bring to attention some 
very interesting and important thoughts 
and ideas. 

As a former V BPS student, and now parent, 
I vehemently defend our community and 
school district any chance I get. My family 
did the charter school thing when our 
oldest was small before bringing her home 
to VBPS. We immediately knew we made 
the right decision. The sense of community 
and home town pride was all we needed 
to experience to know we made the right 
choice. Five years later, we begin a new 
school year with hearts and minds full with 
the knowledge that both of our children are 
experiencing all the important things life 
has to offer; a large part of which comes 
from school. 

As a passionate supporter for VBPS, I, 
too, am a bit discouraged by the M-STEP 
results.

bond since Jan. 18 when she was brought 
back from Georgia where she and her 
co-defendant, Brad Fields, had fled after 
Gabrielle’s death was ruled a homicide. 
Judge Green reported that pretrial services 
said the remand is appropriate and Diaz 
should remain in custody without bond. 

Diaz’s preliminary exam was delayed 
by a request on Jan. 31 for a competency 
exam. After she was declared competent 
to stand trial, her court-appointed attorney 
David Cripps, asked for another exam by 
a psychiatrist chosen by the defense. That 
second exam also declared her competent. 

She is due before Circuit Court Judge 
Vonda R. Evans on Sept. 11. 

Co-defendant Brad Edward Fields, 29, 
had his six-hour preliminary exam before 
34" District Court Judge Brian A. Oakley 
on May 11, after he was found competent to 
stand trial. His retained attorney is Timothy 
Jon Wrather. Fields also remains in custody 
without bond. 

He is scheduled for a jury trial before 
Judge Evans, also on Sept. 11. The charges 
against him are the same as those against 
Diaz, except for the two conspiracy charges 
against her added by the Wayne County 
Prosecutor’s Office on Sept. 4. 

Wayne County assistant prosecutors 
questioned four witnesses during the 


preliminary exam, with the first being 
Diaz’ mother, Cynthia Diaz, who had raised 
Gabrielle, since she was a few weeks old 
and the girl’s father left, to last September

when Gabrielle began preschool and had to 
be in her mother’s care. 

The grandmother told of the morning that 
Gabrielle died. She testified that her daughter 
called her at about 9:30 or 9:45, crying, 
saying Gabrielle wasn’t responding and the 
grandmother said she was on the way. She 
said she lived in Westland and it took her 
30 minutes to get to Rawsonville Woods 
mobile home park. When she got there she 
told Diaz to call 911 and her daughter told 
her she had tried twice, but sometimes the 
cell service is bad. She tried twice more and 
finally got through, the grandmother said. 

The grandmother said when she got to the 
mobile home Fields was doing CPR, but 
he said this was the first time he did it. The 
grandmother, who had been trained, took 
over the CPR, but testified Gabrielle didn’t 
respond to her. She said police arrived about 
10 minutes later and then the Huron Valley 
Ambulance about five to 10 minutes after 
that. 

She said Diaz rode in the passenger seat in 
the ambulance to St. Joseph Mercy Hospital 
where the grandmother drove to join her. 
She said about two and a half hours later the 
doctor came out and said the little girl had 
been pronounced dead. 

The grandmother testified Diaz didn’t say 
what happened to Gabrielle and she didn’t 
ask. 

“T know it makes me look bad,” she said. 
There were red marks, superficial burns on 
the legs, but she didn’t ask her daughter how 
the girl got the burns. 

“When you’re emotional, you don’t think 
of things,” the grandmother said. After 
Gabrielle was pronounced dead, “Candice 
left with Brad and Aunt Zoe and I went 
home alone.” She said she later took them to 
the trailer to get their car and things. 

She said she didn’t know that Diaz and 
Fields had gone out of state until she saw it

on the news. She had talked to Diaz on the 
phone many times, but hadn’t been told she 
was out of state. 

Diaz’s mother said at age 4 1/2, Diaz was 
badly burned after her grandmother fell 
asleep with a cigarette. Diaz was burned over 
46% of her body and after many months of 
treatment, “Candice was brought home from 
the hospital by me.” 

Testimony later showed that Diaz said she 
knew how to treat burns from her time in the 
hospital. 

The grandmother said she felt Gabrielle 
had autism and should be tested. 

On Jan. 1, Fields reportedly said he 
couldn’t stand the girl’s screaming and so 
Diaz held Gabrielle tighter and tighter until 
she accidentally suffocated her. 

The grandmother told Sumpter Detective- 
Sergeant John Toth that he was looking in 
the wrong direction because he’s looking at 
Diaz and, “She didn’t do anything wrong... 
She covered for Brad when he got arrested 
for guns ... I don’t like Brad.” 

Eleven pages of the medical examiner’s 
report from the University of Michigan 
Hospital was entered into evidence without 
reading it aloud by agreement between the 
defense and prosecution. 

Sumpter Township Police Officer George 
Salajan was the next witness. He said he 
was dispatched to the scene of a drowning 
with Officer Jerry Cox and Cox entered the 
mobile home first. 

Officer Salajan said when he saw the little 
girl her eyes were glassed over and her skin 
was pale gray. The two officers moved the 
little girl out of the bathroom floor into the 
living room where there was more access 
for CPR. He said she had no pulse and no 
breathing. He described bruising on her 
face, matted hair, vomit in her hair and nose, 
and scald marks. When they turned her to 
her side to try to clear her throat, he said he 
saw more bruising on her back, matching 
bruises on her arms and legs, “bright red in 
color ... her feet were bright red, the color of 
blood.” He said it was obvious there were 
scald marks on the back. 

When HVA arrived, a fire fighter carried 
Gabrielle out to the ambulance. 

Officer Salajan said he tried to get 
permission from Diaz to search the trailer, 
but she refused and told him she didn’t 
know why police would want to search the 
house “when she drowned.” 

As Officer Salajan was talking to Diaz as 
she sat in the front seat of the ambulance, 
HVA workers asked Diaz how Gabrielle got 
burns on her and Diaz replied that she got it 
in a hot bathtub the day before. 

Officer Salajan testified police secured 
the house, got a search warrant, and then 
searched the house. He said that pieces of 
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dead skin had been hanging from a scald/ 
burn wound on the little girl. After they got 
the warrant, he found the bathtub drain was 
clogged with hair and some kind of material 
that turned out to be skin, which he collected 
for evidence. 

He said police confiscated computers, old 
cellphones, and narcotics paraphernalia. 

Officer Salajan said the child’s bedroom 
had a nanny cam on a dresser, a dresser with 
children’s clothing, toys, and a mattress 
leaned against the wall. 

Sumpter Police Sgt. Elizabeth Egerer was 
the next witness, testifying Det/Sgt. Toth 
brought her into the case on Jan. 5 for help 
with technology and warrants. She studied 
Facebook, Snapchat, Google, and phones at 
the residence. 

After going through the prosecutor, 34th 
District Court and Facebook, she came up 
with 10,777 pages on Diaz from Oct. 1, 
2017 through Jan. 1, 2018. Sgt. Egerer said 
Diaz and Fields corresponded several times 
a day and usually had something to say 
about Gabrielle. 

Prosecutor Elsey used this as the evidence 
for the added conspiracy charges. 

Elsey showed seven brief videos sent 
back and forth between Fields and Diaz. 
They showed the little girl in November and 
December sleeping on the floor in just her 
underwear while the mattress is propped 
against the wall. They show Gabrielle 
wrapped in garbage bags to keep warm and 
acting weird after allegedly being given 
Adderall. [Adderall is an amphetamine/ 
salt combo used to treat ADHD.] In late 
December, they showed the little girl crying 
and screaming, in only her underwear, and 
the voice of Diaz yelling in the background. 

The last witness was Det./Sgt. Toth, officer 
in charge of the case, who testified he had 
been a police officer for 23 1/2 years with 18 
1/2 of those years at Sumpter. 

He testified he went to the morgue, 
spoke with Investigator French there, and 
observed the body. Pictures were entered 
into evidence. 

Diaz and Fields fled the state and warrants 
for their arrests were filed. They were picked 
up in Georgia, just short of the Florida state 
line, and then extradition began. 

Det./Sgt. Toth testified once the 
transportation service that was bringing her 
back got to Bowling Green, OH, he and Sgt. 
Egerer drove down to pick Diaz up and bring 
her back. He said Sgt. Egerer read Miranda 
Rights to Diaz and they did not discuss the 
case in the car. 

Later in his office, Det./Sgt. Toth said 
he read the Miranda Rights to her again 
and had her initial each line indicating she 
understood. This was recorded by body

cameras. 

Toth said he set up two different body cams 
to record different angles of the 2 1/2 hour 
interview with Diaz and these two discs 
were entered into evidence. Rick Pomorski, 
an investigator from the Wayne County 
Prosecutor’s Office, also participated in the 
interview. 

Judge Green said the audio was horrible 
and hard to follow, so Toth produced Diaz’s 
written statement. In the statement Diaz said 
she gave Gabrielle a bath to clean the burns 
up, like they did for her in the hospital. She 
said, “Brad is still bitching ... I was holding 
her to get her to stop.” She said said she was 
rubbing on the burns to get the skin to come 
off, which caused the child to scream. She 
estimated the pain, on a scale of 1-10 as 
being, “either 99 or 100.” 

Then Proseuctor Elsey made the motion to 
bind Diaz over for trial. 

Defense attorney Cripps said he didn’t feel 
that the additional charges of conspiracy 
were established. 

Judge Green said she had read the messages 
that had gone back and forth between Brad 
and Candice, that hadn’t been read aloud in 
the courtroom. 

“... beating the crap out of this child, 
urinating and feces, Adderall ... all go back 
and forth ... clearly what they are doing to 
this child...” is together, she said. 

Defense attorney Cripps said first-degree 
murder means she caused the death and, 
“I don’t think the evidence shows that. It 
may have been a showing of neglect.There 
was physical abuse by Mr. Fields, but she 
accidentally suffocated her daughter. She 
said, ‘I held her too tight and she stopped 
breathing.’” 

Judge Green said the autopsy showed she 
was suffocated and there is probable cause 
that she did do it intentionally. 

Cripps said as to the “torture,” she was 
rubbing burns to help her daughter. 

“For purposes of probable cause, I’m not 
buying that. I couldn’t do that to my child,” 
Judge Green said. 

She then bound Candice Diaz over to 
circuit court on all charges.

bound over for trial on 
five charges

After a preliminary exam on Sept. 5, 34" 
District Court Judge Brian A. Oakley bound 
Theron John Hunter, 40, of Van Buren 
Township over to circuit court for trial. 
Hunter is due at the Frank Murphy Hall of 
Justice in Detroit at 9 a.m. Sept. 19. 

Hunter is charged with carrying aconcealed 
weapon, controlled substances (heroin less 
than 25 grams), possession of firearm by a 
felon, weapons felony firearm, and weapons 
felony firearm — second offense. 

The only witness called by the prosecution 
was Sgt. Alex Schultz of the Van Buren 
Township Police Department, who said he 
was the nighttime shift supervisor on Nov. 
15-16, 2016, when the case began. 

He said police were informed when they 
came on board at 6 p.m. that a person had 
called dispatch to report that a female had 
been pushed into a vehicle which left the 
trailer park at the north end of the township. 

Sgt. Schultz said he alerted the officers 
to make checks to see if they can locate 
the vehicle and check the woman’s welfare 
since it could be a possible kidnapping. The 
information was turned over to the detective 
bureau, he said. 

He said at around 2:30 a.m. on Nov. 16 
he stopped a car matching the description of 
the vehicle they were looking for — a silver 
SUV with a black male driving — which 
accelerated to a high rate of speed after he 
turned on his lights to make the traffic stop. 

He said he told the driver, identified as 
Theron Hunter, that he was investigating 
an alleged domestic dispute. Hunter said he 
lived in the trailer park with his girlfriend, 
Sgt. Schultz testified. Hunter gave his 
driver’s license to the officer, who ran it 
through the law enforcement information 
network (LEIN) that showed there was 
a valid felony warrant for Hunter out of 
Washtnenaw County. He put Hunter in the 
back of his patrol car. 

Sgt. Schultz said he then did a vehicle 
inventory check and found a fully loaded 
handgun with a bullet in the chamber under 
the front passenger seat, within arm’s 
reach. He testified he also found a Dunkin’ 
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Donuts cup with a lid on it, with a baggie of 
suspected narcotics inside. It later tested to 
be heroin. 

Under cross-examination by Hunter’s 
court-appointed attorney, Sgt. Schultz 
testified that he stopped the car because it 
matched the description of the car he was 
seeking and the driver was a black male, as 
described by the caller. 

He said after he made a U-turn to follow 
the car, it headed toward Washtenaw County 
on Michigan Avenue. He said he had to drive 
more than 100 mph to stop the car which he 
did just over the Washtenaw County line. 

Hunter is free after posting bond of 
$10,000/10%. 

John Phillip Fisher 
John Phillip Fisher, 80, had his preliminary 
exam set for Sept. 19 before Judge David 
Parrott. Fisher is charged with seven felony 
charges of criminal sexual conduct: one 
count of CSC 1* degree (person less than 13 
years, defendant at least 17), two counts of 
CSC 2™ degree (penetration - person under 
13, defendant 17 years or older), two counts 
of CSC 2™ degree (relationship), and two 
counts of CSC 4" degree (incest) in Van 

Buren Township on Jan. 1, 2008. 

If he is found guilty he could be punished 

by any number of years in prison up to life. 

His bond had been set at $50,000/10%, 
and was posted. He is free on a tether and 
appeared in the courtroom on a walker. The 
prosecutor and defense attorney Pamela 
Tracy stipulated to his competency. 

Steven Cole Stickler 
On Sept. 5, a felony domestic violence 
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charge against Steven Cole Stickler, 38, was 
dismissed by Judge Oakley at the request 
of the prosecutor. He had been free after 
posting bond of $10,000/10%. 

Stickler’s charge was brought after an 
incident in Van Buren Township on Aug. 16.

Veres, 51, on a charge of home invasion-1“ 
degree was delayed again until he is out of 
treatment at the Walter Reuther facility.

His 
attorney Ricky Nelson was present in the 
courtroom for a review of the case. 

He is being held on $25,000 cash bond.

taxpayer money on basic, less costly 
vehicles. 

The “Race Red” pickup is on the 
Atchinson lot. The cost is not to exceed 
$36,000, which is state pricing. 

Fire Marshal MclInally said the purpose 
of the Super Crew model is to conduct 
in-vehicle interviews at fire scenes and to 
transport persons involved in an emergency 
response. He said it is capable of towing 
the fire safety Smoke House to schools, 
which is his responsibility. 

Trustee White especially objected to the 
Sirius XM Radio, remote start, reverse 
sensing, XLT Chrome Package, Chrome 
Step Bar, sliding rear window, and voice- 
activated navigation system.

premier township,” but this is too much. 

“I’m going to vote no to spending this 
amount of money on a fancy vehicle,” 
White said. 

“We need to get a better process in 
place,” said Trustee Sherry Frazier of the 
procedure used. “We did it last year and 
got an extra-big cab for a single building 
inspector.” 

She complimented Atchinson Ford for 
stepping up and getting the township a 
vehicle with extras. She said they always 
should buy local if they can. 

“We always take the lowest bid,” 
Supervisor McNamara said, adding this is 
state pricing and the $36,000 is what the 
township is getting it for. 

Trustee Frazier said it was in the 2019 
budget, but “we’ll get along with a 2018 
model.” 

Trustee Reggie Miller said last year 
was a different scenario and it was not 
appropriate last year. But, this is the end of 
the model year and the township is getting 
extra bells and whistles on it just to get rid 
of it off the lot. 

In other business at the Sept. 4 meeting, 
the board: 

e Held a moment of silence in honor 
of former Trustee Donna Clark who died 
the previous week. Treasurer Sharry 
Budd made the announcement, recalling 
Clark was appointed to finish the term 
of Pat Birbeck and then won four-year 
terms in 1992 and 1996. She retired in 
2000 to travel with her husband Bob and 
lived in Arizona and Florida.

e Heard Supervisor McNamara announce 
the township has a box for old flags in the 
police lobby. It has been in place for just 
two weeks and already has 86 old flags in 
it; 

¢ Heard McNamara report the township 
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ladder truck will hold a large American 
flag 100 feet high on Sept. 11 at Grace 
Lake Corporate Center; 

e Approved the second and final reading 
of an ordinance to rezone 9275 Haggerty 
Road from C-1, General Business, to OT, 
Office Technology for US Signal high tech 
center at the northeast corner of Haggerty 
and Tyler roads; 

e Approved the second and final reading 
of an ordinance that adds the High Tech, 
Data Processing, and Computer Centers 
use to the M-1, Light Industrial zoning 
district; 

e Heard Matthew Best, Director of 
Public Services, announce the township 
is working with Chase on outside security 
and it has sought a building permit for 
inside renovations. He said it is a $23 
million project. He said the high-tech 
center is across the street from the new US 
Signal high tech center site; 

e Voted 6-1 to approve a new purchasing 
policy, with White voting no. Treasurer 
Budd said she pulled the credit card policy 
and travel policy out of the overall policy 
to make it more understandable.

5-2 vote with Trustees White and Frazier 
voting no. There was a lot of discussion 
on whether credit card users “must” or

purchases. Also, Trustee Martin added that 
they had two weeks to come up with the 
receipts. There were loud disagreements 
and board members talking over each 
other, so Supervisor McNamara declared 
a five-minute recess before continuing the 
meeting;

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FAA makes local airspace changes for Metroplex Project 


WASHINGTON -- Starting in 
mid-September, the Federal Aviation 
Administration (FAA) will make airspace 
changes in and around Cleveland and 
Detroit airports. 

These changes are part of the Cleveland- 
Detroit Metroplex project, which will bring 
updated satellite procedures to improve 
traffic flow. 

In most cases, aircraft will follow 
the same tracks that they do today. The 
difference is that aircraft will be using 
modernized procedures that replace dozens 
of decades-old conventional air traffic

and deemed not ready for a vote; 

e Approved a $59,229 contract with 
Blue Ribbon Contracting for maintenance 
improvements needed at the French 
Landing Dam. This item was added at 
the last minute by Best who said VBT 
owns the dam and the township has to 
pay for certain maintenance. Eagle Creek 
purchased STS Hydro, which operates the 
dam, and so work that was supposed to be 
done last year was delayed. Eagle Creek 
went out for bids and selected Blue Ribbon. 
Best said the Federal Energy Regulatory 
Commission requires the township to 
have a plan in place and in June or July 
a FERC inspector said the township has 
to plan for maintenance by Sept. 15. The 
township has a fund for the maintenance, 
Budd said. The work to be done is on the 
riprap embankments along the dam and the 
roadway; and 

e Heard compliments on the new, 
smooth surface of McBride Ave. and 
heard complaints on the condition of the 
cemeteries, especially Otisville on Riggs 
Road. 

Earlier in the day the township board 
went into closed-door session with the 
Local Development Finance Authority to 
discuss pending Visteon litigation.

In all, the Cleveland/Detroit Metroplex 
project includes 71 new satellite- 
based procedures. This project is a key 
component of the FAA’s Next Generation 
Air Transportation System (NextGen) 
and a nationwide effort to build the 
foundation for future safety and efficiency 
improvements. 

Travelers will benefit from safe and 
more-efficient routing. Prior to making the 
decision, the FAA conducted a thorough 
environmental assessment and held public 
meetings and stakeholder briefings. The 
agency also evaluated and responded to 
public comments. 

The FAA issued its Final Environmental 
Assessment and Finding of No Significant 
Impact / Record of Decision for the 
Cleveland/Detroit Metroplex project 
earlier this year. 

The project expands the number of 
entry and exit points into and out of the 
Cleveland/Detroit airspace, which is like 
creating more on- and off-ramps in the 
sky. It includes two major airports and 10 
satellite airports. 

The FAA’s environmental analysis for 
the project calculated noise at locations 
throughout the study area. It showed 
the proposed action would not result in 
any significant noise increases under 
the National Environmental Policy Act. 
However, there would be a reportable 
noise increase that could potentially affect 
approximately 335 residents in the Sumpter 
Township, Wayne County, southwest of 
Detroit Metro Airport. 

The FAA held six public workshops 
on the project before releasing the 
Draft Environmental Assessment in 
November of 2017. Agency officials 
conducted approximately 78 briefings for 
stakeholders including community groups, 
airport officials and local, state and federal 
officials. 

Six additional workshops were held after 
the release of the Draft Environmental 
Assessment on Nov. 10, 2017.
